Paper Clothing. 


Every Kind of Material Has Been 
Manufactured from 
Paper Yarn. 

Though paper clothing was invent- 
ed a hundred years ago, it was never 
made any real use of till Germany 
found herself cut off from the world’s 
supplies of cotton and wool. 

In 1917 alone over 45,000 tons of 
paper in Germany was converted into 
paper yarn, and it is made from the 
best quality of paper. The paper is cut 
by special revolving knives into strips 
of little less than half an inch wide. 
The strips are twisted and then treat- 
ed with a special mixture to preserve 
them from damp. After this treatment 
the paper yarn can be woven into al- 
most any kind of material varying 
from coarse canvas to cloth used for 
making sheets, underlinen, and so on. 
Every kind Of material usually made 
from cotton or wool has been manu- 
factured by Germany from paper 
yarn, Blankets, dress materials, 
waterproofs, even towelg and stock- 


ings, are made from yarn, which stand

Merchants Bank Repo 
A Good Year’s Growth 


Increase of Assets Was™ Nearly 31 
Million Dollars, While Deposits 
Increased $24,900,000 


The annual statement of the Mer- 
chants Bank of Canada, for the year 
ending April 30th, shows a remark- 
able increase both in the volume of 
business and in the strength and 
|character of the assets, as well as in 
the profits derived by the sharehold- 
ers of the Bank. 

The total amount of assets is now 
in excess of 197 million dollars, being 
an increase of nearly 31 million dol- 
lars for the year. About $2,000,000 
of this increase is not accompanied 
by any increase of liabilities to the 
public, being due to the issue of $1,-

Against its total public liabilities of 
just under 180 million dollars, the 
Bank holds quick assets amounting 
to over seventy-two and a half mil- 
lion dollars, or a ratio of nearly 40.81 
percent. : 

In spite of the strength of its liquid 
position, the Bank is doing an im- 
mense amount of work for the assist- 


ance of current business in Canada, 
as it-shown in the curcent loans-and 
discounts in the Dominion, which now 
total $113,198,913. 

Net profits for the year were the 
\ greatest in the histor¥ of the Bank, 
amounting to $1,686,156, an increase 
of $300,000 over the previous year. 
A bonus of 1 percent. was added to 
;the regular 12 percent. dividend, so 
that the total distribution to the 
| sharcholders amounted to $1,060,286, 
while $700,000 was added to the Rest 
Fund, and $100,000 was written off 
Premises Account, the balance carried 
forward being $260,774.

The Crop Situation 
In Saskatchewan 


More Favorable Than it Has Been 
as For Many Years 

The report of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture of the prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan issued at the 
beginning of June, shows that the 
crop outlook in the province is more 
favorable than it has been for many 
years at this period. Seeding began 
later than usual this spring, and as 
a result a somewhat smaller acreage 
has- been sown to wheat than last 
year, but the reduction will probably 
be less than 10 percent. Wheat seed- 
ing will be completed by the 
of June. The abundant precipitation 
early in the spring has saturated the 
soil with moisture and an excellent 
bed -was provided for the seed, which 
has germinated very rapidly. Good 
growth is reported all over the prov- 
ince, 

By the cAd of the first weck in 
June practically all the oat seeding 
was finished and much of the flax, 
Few setbacks have been reported. 
There has been a little damage by 
wind in some places, but it is not con- 
sidered serious, and very little re- 
seeding will be necessary. No dam- 
‘age by grasshoppers has been report- 
ed, and prompt steps are being taken 
to check their ravages.

the mercantile, banking and insurance 
Interests should’ have accurate infor- 
mation respecting thé country’s an- 
nual agticulfural-production, and that 
statesmen . and legislators should 
know the volume and direction of the 
country’s progress. To farmers them- 
selves it is of supreme importance to 
know What areas are- being devoted 
to particular crops in their own and 
other countries, how such crops are 
being extended or withdrawn from 
cultivation, and what is the volume of 
production in one season as compar- 
ed with another, They should, by 
means of accurate information on 
these points, be able to form their 
own judgment as to the local crops 
likely to prove most remunerative. 
Similarly, a knowledge of the num- 
bers of farm live stock, and whether 
these are increasing or decreasing 
from year to year, is important to all 
dealers; and is at least of equal im- 
portance to breeders and producers. 
Moreover Canada as a country adher- 
ing to the Internationa] Institute of 
Agriculture at Rome, has undertaken 
to furnish periodical reports on the 
agricultural production of the Dom- 
inion, receiving and publishing in ex- 
change the valuable information res- 
pecti he agricultural production of 
other “countries which the Institute 
collects and disseminates. 

In Canada, estimates of agricultural 
statistics by the Dominion Govern- 
ment have béen annually made since 
1908, these estimates having been 
compiled from the returns of crop 
correspondents in percentages of the 
previous year’s data. Except for im- 
mediate and tentative purposes, this 
method has now been abandoned as 
imperfect; and during the past three 
years the annual agricultural statistics 
of the Dominion have been based on 
returns of areas sown and numbers of 
live stock on the farm, collected from 


baie 


3 information is obtained 
by means of a. simple cardboard 
schedule, which is distributed to far- 
mers. through the agency of the rural 
school teachers and children. - The 
cards, when completed, are first sent 
to the provincial government, who, 
after having them sorted into coun- 
ties or districts, transmits them to the 
Déiinion Bureau of Statistics at Ot- 
tawa for final compilation into totals 
by adding machinery. 

The figures thus collected form a 
fatrly sure basis for estimating the 
totals according to the ratio which 
subsists between the total number of 
farms and the returns actually re- 
ceived. After harvest and threshing, 
estimates are obtained from crop 
correspondents of the average yield 
per acre, which multiplied by the 
areas, give the total yields. The total 
yields, when multiplied by the aver- 
age values per unit, give the total 
values.

none is it of greater importance than 
to farmers themselves, who otherwise 
carry on their industry in the dark, 


‘and are liable to be victimized by un- 


scrupulous traders. It is impossible 
to prevent, were it desirable to do so, 
the estimates of annual grain and 
meat production and consequently it 
is to the interest of the rural com- 
munity that statistics relating to their 
industry should be accurate and trust- 
worthy and be put forth on indepen- 
dent afd unbiased authority. No 
individual returns are published, and 
the information collected is not used 
in any way for taxation purposes. It 
is confidently expected that as farm- 
ers become better acquainted with the 
system organized for their benefit 
and realize the practical value~ to 
themselves of accurate agricultural 
statistics there will be a continuous 
increase in the proportion of returns. 
Meanwhile, it should be remembered 
that whatever degree of error may at- 
tach to the figures issued is attribut- 
table to the estiraate that has to be 
made from the actual returns. In 
fact any imperfection of the system 
is due to the extent to which farmers 
whether from apathy, negligence or 
mistaken prejudice, make default. In 
proportion as the number of returns 
is increased and the necessity for es- 
timation is in consequence reduced, 
will the risk of error be eliminated 
and the greater accuracy of the totals 
be established.

Avros, 2 H16 flying boats, 3 F3 boat 
hulls, 1 Snipe, 63 cases of wireless 
equipment and several tons of spares. 

Lt.-Col. A. K. Tylee, O.B.E., of 
Toronto, who has been appointed air 
officer commanding the Canadian Air 
Force, will be assisted by a staff of 
three officers, who, like himself, will 
be appointed temporarily. 

The camp will be opened as soon 
as provisional committees have com- 
pleted their arrangements, by which 
air officers will train at their con- 
venience. The camp, which is the 
best equipped in the British Empire, 
possesses also nine heavier-than-air 
machines, dirigibles, hangars, etc., be- 
sides comfortable permanent quar- 
ters, tennis and golf courses, swim 
ming pool, etc. “It is going to be 
the best air force in the world,” 
prophesies Commander A. K. Tylee. 

As a result of recent investigations 
by Air board officials in the west, 
authority has been’ granted by the 
government to inaugurate flying op- 
erations in the vicinity of Morley, 
Alberta, and in southern British Col- 
umbia. At Morley, D.H. 9 A’s, fitted 
with Liberty engines and equipped 
with wircless, will be used for de- 
monstration and experimentation for 
forest fire patrol andacertain amount 
of photographic work will also be 
done in Rock Mountain park near 
Banff and Laggan. The authorization 
for this work has come so late that 
the result will necessarily be some- 
what restricted this year, but it is 
hoped that very considerable inform- 
ation will be obtained. 

The operations in British Columbia 
promise to be on a somewhat larger 
scale. It is proposed to establish a 
seaplane base at Vancouver, and Maj. 
C. Maclaurin, D.S.C., has been ap- 
pointed air station superintendent, 
and left Ottawa on May 18 to assume 
his duties. 

It is expected that in the near fu- 
ture a considerable number of 
pointments will be made in connec- 
tion with these operations.

The Canadian government has 
chosen as its representatives to sit on 
the board of management of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, Carlos A. 
Hayes, vice-president in charge of 


traffic in the C.N.R., and Samuel J. 
Hungerford, assistant vice-president 
of operating, maintenance and con- 
struction department, Canadian Na- 
tional Railways, both Af who have 
had over thirty years of actual rail- 
road experience and have risen step 
by step until at present they are re- 
cognized among the foremost railway 
men of Canada, each an expert in his 
own respective field of service. 

Mr. Carlos A. Hayes was born at 
West. Sprinfield, Mass., March 10th, 
1865, and entered railway service in 
April 1882, holding various clerical 
positions in the accounting and gen- 
eral freight departments of the Bos- 
tom and Maine railroad at Springfield 
and Boston until November, 1890. 
From 1890 to 1892 he was with the 
Central New England and Western, 
and Philadelphia and Reading rail- 
ways.
